—Dispatobes from Cincinnati tate thas a nomber 
of conscripts from the 15th Tennesse Rebel regi- 
mont reached Csiro on the 25thalt. They were 
‘on thoir way from Port Hudson to join Gen. Bragg’ 
army when tho battle of Raymood was fought 
To the fight they refased to fire on the Unionists, 
and shot into the wir, After this ongagement, thoy 
encamped at Mississippi Springs, where they re- 
ceived Gifteen bundred re-enforcements from Ale- 
bama. In the middle of the night about half of tho 
SUib (Rebel) Tounesseo regiment left their camp, 
determined to make their way into the Union livos. 
‘They say thore has been at vo time more than teu 
thousand Rebo) troops at Port Hadeon. 

—A special dispatch from Memphis, dated May-26, 
anya that a detuohment of the 2d Wisconsin Cavalry 
wttacked the guerrillas on the Hernaudo road on 
‘Vaceday, killing four and enpturing five. A few days 
since a detachinent of the 5th-Kaneas and 3d Iowa 
Cavalry fonght with o enperior force of guerrillue 
seven miles back of Helens, and finully drove them 
if. Thoir reported loss js 9 killed, ond 21 wounded; 
among tbe, latter their Colonel. Tbe Union loss 
wao 4 killed, 20 wounded, and several prisoners. 
On the 24th inst., Col. Hateb hud w Ggbt witb 200 
of Chawbors's guerrillas, near Sonutobia, captoring 
60, killing 10, and wounding 20. 

A nnmbor of conscripts from the 15th Tennesree 
Robel Regiment reached Cairo on tbe 25th ult. They 
were on their way from Port Hudson te jon Gon. 
Bragg’s army whon the battle of Raymond was 
fought. In the fight they refueed to fire on the 
Unionists and abot into the air.

An officer from Vicksburg, arrived at Cairo, 
thos describes tho. position of Gen. Grant's army: 
The base extends from right to leit on the Minsis- 
aippi, from the Yuzoo to whe lower point of Vicke- 
borg, a distance of six miles. Our lives come up wo 
the Rebel lines esst of tie town. Wo bold undis- 
puted posscsaion of everylbing between the Bleck 
River bridgo and within sixty feet of the bills ip the 
rear of tho Rubel army: At the lust accounts, Gen. 
Frank Blair's Division had started for Big Black 
bridge, for purposes vot mede known. It in re- 
ported by deserters thot the Rebel losses in the 
great battle of the 22d were vory beayy. Tho ors 
sation of hostilities on the 2ist was to allow tho 
women and cbildren to have the city. 

—Admiral Portor reports officially tho losa of the 
gonboot Cincinast), sunk by the Kebel fire. Tho 
killed apd wounded were 25, and 15 are missing, 

—Tho Chicago Irish Legion, which for a long time 
has been stationed near La Grange, Tenn., bus gove 
to Vicksburg, with other reduforenments, for Gen.

All persons thus peezed tothe Rebel limes are forbidden 
to come within the lives of the United States forces 
during tho exintence of the Rebellion, except by per- 
mission of the Secrotary of War, under ponsity of 
imprisonment during tho war, and each other pun- 
iebment as may,be impored by the military author- 
ities. 

—The Richmond Whig of Satarday editorially 
complains of the inefcionoy of the Rebel Government.

‘Tho French, co far from baving temporarily 
abandoned the aiego of Puebla, as the last ap- 
pareutly. truetwortby accounts ennounced, sud 
so far from having been totally defeated, 
as other) more dubious reports added, 
claim to have achieved their firot great object 
—the cepturo of the city, and to have token 
Gon. Ortoga, 23 other Gonerale, 900 ofcors, 
and 17,090 men, on the 17th ef May. They 
claim aleo-to. hava complotely routed, o2-tl 
th of May, Gen. Comonfort at San Lore 
with a lves, in killed, wounded, and pric 
of ubvut 2,500 mon. They wero to lave only 
a small garrison in Puebla, aud the reat of 
the ormy wes to march at onco upon tho City 
of Mexico. 
The ovthority for this rtartling, news is-sa 
extra of the Diario de la Marina.of Havana, 
published just before the leaving of the steamor 
for New-York, end purporting to give tho sub- 
stance of the official repost of Gen. Forey to 
the French.Emporor, received on. thet day— 
May 26—4y.the arrival of the French war 
areamor Darien from Vera Cruz, May. 21. 
|Phese statements are #0 positive, minute, sud 
\‘ciroumstantial thot there seems little room for 
}foubtits, thot they are in the main true. 

‘There is, however, one point in the report 
which needa explanation. Fosmer reporte, 
French 03-vell as Mexioan, havo assorted that 
the two otrongest forts of Puetls, ond. which 
toa large. extent commanded tbe city, were 
the forts of Loreto ond.Guadalape, Neither 
of theo is. mentioned oo-hoving fallen iato the 
hands ofthe French.

EMANCIPATION IN. THE DOTOS 
‘ COLONIES. 
‘The Netherlands Royal Gazette publishos the 


Abolition of Slavery in tho Colony of Surinam, 
which difare only in-eome unimportant’ par- 
ticulare from that for the islends. It is a com- 
prehensive enactment in five chapters and 
thirty-nine articles, declaring the Genoral Prin- 
ciples of Emoneipstion, .fixing the compenta- 
tion to bo paid and methods of ascertaining it, 
prescribing o term of aurveillancs oF guardioa- 
abip of tho liborated lavea by the Stats, de- 
termining their obligations and privileges iz 
respect to labor snd support, and closing with 
certain general stipulations for tar welfare 
and improvement. ¢ 

‘This law by ity first article esscts that 
Slovery in tho Colony of Surinsm shall be 
aboliched from and after tho Ist of July, 1863, 
uvd the principlos on which it is based sro 
enunciated in“ the three following articles, as 
follows: that compexeation shall bo given to 
the overs of slaves, that the guardianship 
of the State shall continuo for not more than 
ten yaers, and that the colonization of Suri. 
nam by free laborers chell be encoureged by 
premiyms during the nest five years, the total 
of which is not to exceed one million of guil- 
ders, ebuut four hundred and twenty thousand 
dollars, The wisdom of this latter provision is 
in striking contrast to the improvident and 
stupid’ prejudice which escks to banish from 
this couutry four millions of its laborers ota 
moment when they Were never co necessary to 
ita industry and ero just discovered to So no 
small past of its military etzength. 
The compensation to the owners is fixed at 
threo hundred guilders, equal to one hundred 
and twenty-six doliars, for oach slave without 
difference a0 to ago or sex, but there ie 8 con- 
siderable nomber of cases specified in vhich 
nothing will be paid. Provisions for the pay- 
ment and@.precsutions ngninst fictitious o!sima 
are fully. eud-corefully laid dosvn in the lav. 
In respect to guardianebip, it in wisely\o 
noted that its duties sball bo’ performed: by| 
paid officers who shall not bo connected with| 
the administration of the cclonies, “nor chall 
they bare. any pecupiary i in any eater- 
price in Surinam," We commend this judi- 
cious stipulation to the regard of our Govern-| 
ment oso commentary on the system put in 
forces by Gen. Bavks in “ouisiaua, ond by 
Gen. Thomas in the Mississippi Vulley, which 
in effect bonds. ever the emaucipated negroes of 
thoso rogicus to the speaulating leasves of 
ubendened cotton plantations, The care to bo 
exercived by the State ia. liberally and. bu- 
mancly. eot fozth in the artisla which deolares 
that:

Negroes rat formerly cottled on plantations 
may bayo a liconse fer the pructice of any 
calling, profeasion, or trade, for which they are 
capable, A working day is legally fixed of 
eight bouss of labor in tho fields, and ton 
houra in. buildings, ond a working year at 
three bundred workiog days, Roligious sad 
secular iceteuetion ic to bo enco 
much a3 possible supported by the State.

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ROW TO MOVE LAKGE-TR==————— 

Ifyou desire to move no large tres, whether an 
apple or any other kind of froit, or a forest tree, you 
ninst comwmence the year befors, or at least the Au- 
timin pievions, by digging a trench rround end cut- 
Livy off the roots, leaving 4 ball of earth with the tree 
in tbe enrth. If thd tree in very large, it ia best to re- 
move it while the ball js frosen, apd thie can be done 
with a pair of “timber-wheels," lifting aud keeping 
the tree upright, Itcun alo be done with an ox- 
carl, by tipping it up and fastening the troe to ft and 
then tipping {t down with tho root banging off bo- 
hind. It will generally be necessary to loud stovo 
on tho forward end of the cart, or else bave three or 
four men jump on to make it balapos. The tree may 
bo louded on a wagon, without any box, by backing 
aptoitund pulling the top down so ax to have the 
roots baug oyer the bind axle, ‘The tree may also 
be pulled over and rolled upon a sled, or eat upright 
ona stone-boat. If you move any tree with a largo 
top,you must alo move a large root, The trimming 
of the tops and roots should correspond. It in a good 
practico to prepare troes of lurge size for moving (wo 
yours in udyance, by digging aud cating ‘ll the 
roots around tho ball of earth inthe center, and 
then filling the treuch, and leaving the trea oVer ono 
‘Summer to throw ont new roots and heal the wounda 
of the ones cnt off, and also the wounde of tho limba, 
By this process a vory large apple, pear, cherry, or 
other tree can be nafely moved. 

Wo beve known a farmer to defor building a new 
house, yeur after year, beoauss he could not build 
wwitliout destroying some fuvorite treo, and did not 
koow howto move it. We baye often known a now 
road fought against for yeara;because it would cut 
trough éome man's orchard, the owner of whiob 
flually bad to yield to tho ueceszily of the cazo and 
eco bis yoluable trees eacrificed, perhaps just as they 
were Jargo enough to commence bearing, because he 
did not know how easily be coald move them. It 
ia our opivion thet, as 0 general rule, treee from four 
to ten inches diameter can be moved at an expense 
pouse-not larger por tree than & dollar for each inch 
the treo is in diameter. 

An orcbard with helf the trees ‘prostrated by a 
gale, the trece of which would average eight inchea 
in dinmetor, sro have soan rightod at an expenes of 
not over a dollar a tree, Tho broken roots wore 
caro fully eut away and the earth bobind properly: 
excavated, snd about half of the top cut away, and a 
tackle uttached from a otonding tree to tho fallen 
ono, when (wo men would set it up in five minutes, 
‘and brace it fast with two poles, Tho nccond year 
after, these trees bore 28 good a crop an they ever 
did bofore. 

Vurlous methods have been proposed for making 
fruit trees bear carly, As a goneral thing, it is not 
best to force treca into early fruitfuloees, an it ix 
necessary that they chontd have timeto make a good 
uud ubstantial growth, and obtain proper form to 
bear, in after years, the strong demand made apon 
the yitelity of the tree by successive crops. Root- 
proning tends to induce a slower growth and more 
eolid ripo wood, and checks the tendency to over- 
bearing, which elsruys injares the young tree. 

GRAFTING AND BUDDING. 

To bo a suillful grafter or budder requires a etoady 
band anda good deal of practice, No farmer, in- 
deed, no pereon having an interest in a garden spot, 
should neglect to leara how to perform both opera- 
tions ckillfally, becauce it is the true way of propa- 
gating almost all choice fruits. It is an art which 
women can practice as woll as men. It hap beep 
practiced from @ very remote time, as we have as- 
counts of it in the earliest printed books, 

‘The proper time of grafting fruit trees fs in the 
Spring, ns soon as tho eceson in warm enoagh to put 
the sap in motion. This period comes oarlior with 
the cherry and plnm than it docs vith the applo and 
pear. In this vicinity apple-grefting often continues 
till the last of May, in backward seasons. Tho best] 
tine ia when April showers aro provalent, but the 
ciong mast bave beon previously ent. Thoy may bo 
cut and boried in Autumn, or stored ina dry, cool 
cellar, with tho lower ends in ound or dry eoil. For 
cions, ent the thrifty wood of tho Inst season's 
growth from bearing limbs,, not water-sprout: 
Those choota found near the top or couter of the hex 
of au old tree are preferred by graftora. Naver cut 
cions from sickly trees or branches. Cions from 
young trece aro apt to grow most vigorously, and we 
prefer them from the upright branches. 

Blocks for grafting, if not grown on the spot, 
should be tronsplaoted to the nursery at lenst a yenr 
previous to being wed, as there is not usally vigor 
enongh ina tree to recuperate its own powers, und 
grow a graft the came eenson it is transplanted. 

Grartixo 4x OLD Ozcuann, with the design of 
giviog trecs evtire new heads, is practiced as follows: 
Commence the Summer previous to cut away the 
old top freely. Next Spring sot the grafts, cutting 
away all that ia necessary to give them room and 
free suvlight and air. NextSpring go over the trees 
abont the Ist of June, and pull off ell the suckers, 
particularly around the grafts, and out off any Hmbs 
that interfere with their growth. Wo advise a side 
brauch loft upon each limb thut hus a graft in ftsend, 
touid in keoping op a beslthy circulation. Indeed, 
brancbing limba should always be eclected in grate 

ing an old treo. Wetch the growth of the grafts 
during recond Summer, which is cometimes very 
rapid, and may reuch overhanging Limbe, in which 
caso cutthemeway. In Juno or July, afior the 
grafts are two years old, nearly or quite all tho old 
top may be removed, end, if necessary, the grafts 
trimmed slightly, to put the top into the right course 
of forming a now, buudsome aluped top. 
Crrrz Qnarrino is the mode pructiced in putting 


by driving a etrong knife or chisel in the end just 
wawed off, and the oleft held open by ® wooden 
wedge driven in tbe center, while the ciova are 
sharpened and insorted inthe edges of the cleft, eo 
(hat the barks of the graft and stock exactly fit, and 
then tho wedgo is withdrawn and the end of the 
limb covered with grafting-wax. 
Spiice GrarTixo is practiced when the stock and 
graft are of equal size, by cating tho stock with a 
sbarp knifo, ecarfing upward, and the cion down: 
ward, so tbat the two will fit an inch or two to- 
gether, the edgea of the bark exnctly corresponding, 
and then the two are ticd togethor with base mat- 
ting, or woalen yarn if the formor cannot bo bad, 
and covered over with grafting-wax, or grafting- 
clay, which by some is preferred. Some grafters 
eprend their wax on strips of colton cloth, and wind 
that around and stick fust the end or tie it, Watch 
must bo kept after the graft is growing vigorously, 
thet whatover ia tied around does not got too tight 
bofore it ie cut off 

Toxcve Gnartixa is much like splice grafting, 
except that a shoulder or sort of cleft is cut at tho 
bottom of the scarf on the stook, and the point of the 
cfon cut to fil in it or else the notch is ont in the up- 
Per end of the scarf and tho cion ubaped to fit. By 
this modo small grafts can be ect apon large stocks; 
or four can bo eet upon a stock, co as to form a four- 
branched head, if all grow. All that is necessary is 
to noe that at some point of contact of cion and atool 
tho innor bark of each exactly fit one another—the| 
more the better; but the graft may live with a very 
emall point in connection, if carefully-factened and 
covered. _ The covering should be removed sbout the 
middle of July. If clay is used, remove the ball 
after a rainy dey. Care ahould be used, in cut- 
ting @ cion, to have w bud come closs down to the 
top of the stock. e

Bappix Grasrino, which js done by cutting the 
atock to a wadgo, and eplitting the clov, fa particu- 
lurly recommended for chorry-irevs, beoause It gives 
fa largor durface of union. Somctimea one leg of tho 
clon is fitted eo na to insert betvoon the bark aud 
yood of the stook, whilo the otter leg is brought 
down and Gtted upon o scarf on that cide of tho stock. 

GRAFTING-CLAY AND WAX. 
_ Clay urad to cover grafte is mado by mixing one 
part of pure horss-dung with two parti of clay aod 
a little plasterer’s huir. It must bo very thoroughly 
worked coveral days before required, aud mado vesy. 
pleatio whon used, by heating and tempering. 

Grfting-wsz, which is made of Wires parts of 
Deeswax, throe parts of rosin, tivo parts of tallow, 
melted together und worked while warm by the 
bands in water, is much neater ond more conyenicnt, 
‘and not mach more expensive than olay, whero only 
alittle work is to be done. Whon large limba or 
wrounde are to be eoverod, of course olay would be 
tho cheapar. 

Grufling-wax is eometimes compoted of elx parte 
rosia, ono part beeswax, ono part tallow; but this 
yo ghould think would bo too bard for cool weather. 

Froneh grafting-wax is mado of alfa pound of 
pitch, balf a pound of beeawax, a pound of cow-dang, 
boiled togetlier aod spread on the graft while bot, 
with a bruab, Another cort is mado of eqnal parts 
of beeswax, rosin, and turpontiao (crude piteh), and 
apredd on cloth or paper, to be used in strips 
wrapped about the graft. 

Tho most common American grafting-wax, and 
tho cheapest and cusicst romemborod nod made, is 
compored of rosin, tallow and becswux, in equal 
parta, melted together and thon worked in water. If 
is is needed of a softer textare, it 1s made go by in- 
creasing the proportlon of tullory. 

WHAT INPLUENCE HAS THE 8TOCK OM TRE 
i GRAFT? 

Perhaps the only auawor neaded to thie question 
ia, “None whatever.” Aud this ia true, if the stock 
is of a character guited to grow the cion engrafted 
into it, An opple, should bo engrafted into a stock 
of clmilar texture to tha cion to form a good tree— 
that ia, acion from a free growing tree, engrafted 
upon a wild orabapple may live, but it will never 
do well, becanss tho graft outgrowa the stock; but 
it baa no influonce upon the frait, Bo it is wich 
pears eografted upon quince, which dwarfs the 
growth of the trea, but docs not uffect the fruit, 
cithor in size or flavor, though the productivonoss 
ig incraszed; but that is owing to the obsiraction 
in tho deeconding sap whea it ronches the olock, 
and thas forces more into tho fruit-buds and limba 
bearing fruit. 

Avother iuflaonce that a stock has upon a graft is 
toenable us to produce froit from 0 somi-tender 
plant, by engrafting it upon a hardy native—ss the 
peach upon plam or almond; the pear npon quince 
or mountain ash; or fine plums upon wild stocks; or 
foreign grapes upon native vines. 

Muke ita role never to engraft anything upon e 
diecancd stock; not that it is likely to influence the 
frnit, oxcept eo far as it will effeot the cion and mako 
it unhealthy. 

It is asserted thet o diceaced graft will commani- 
cate the sane malady to tho stock, go that a shoot 
springing from tho atock below the union will ahow 
the same symptoms that affect the graft. 

BUDDING 
ig a tiode of engrafting which can be practiced 
efter (he season for grafting is past. The budding 
eoason dees not commonce until after tho leaves 
have grown, and tho bark will clip, Then a bad of

Some persons remove 
the wood out from the stick with the bud, and some 
ineert it After proasing the bud as far down in the 
slit na you con, cut eff tho upper end even with the 
croea cut of the plit, and tio strips of eonked bass 
matting around to keop aliadug. If the bud lives 
it will look plump two weeke after itisect, and in 
four weeko Will need to baye the bandage loorened, 
or perhaps removed. Late buds may not have to be 
jocrened till Spring, aad at that timo the limb of the 
stock budded must be out atyay, and the bud goes on 
to forma new limb, or the whole tree if a single 
stock was budded. Some trees do nos grow buds as 
reudily as others, and euch may be tied with a band 
above and ono below. 
Agricultural Prospects. 

New-Yorx, May 27.—Thero in o want of rafn in 
this vicinity, though crops bave not yet suifored 
much, but will before the end of another week. The 
pastares are yory good, but moving fields are 
short. Ryo abows s Inge growth, very forward, 
some of tho earliest now in bloom. Potatoos and 
early corn look well, and the season Is favorable for 
patting ia the general corn crop. Frait all promises 
woll, and in general the prospects of the farmera in 
this vicinity ere favorable in the higheot degre. 

We havo just eonvereed with a citizen of Miobi- 

gan, whose business leads bim to travel much, and 
he says that bo ever eaw the wheat of the greut 
West look better in May then it does nov, and that 
the prospect ia equally favorablo for ull other crops. 
Western editors generally entertain the samo opin- 
jon, A late Wheeling Intelligencer says: 
‘The prospoct for a large oupply of froit in this 
rection wes vever fairer than ut present. ‘Thus for 
there has beon no harm done by the frost, acd 
Lerrica, apples, peaches, and otber fraita of this Inti- 
tado promise an abundant crop. The only exception 
is, perhapa, in thoeo applo orchards which bore over- 
abundantly last year.

They, together with the Rhamnus Theezans, are 
evorgroen sbrubs, natives of the middle district of 
China, tbrongh which the mighty river Yang-t 
Kiung flows, and bayo nevor been found in any other 
country of the globe. Theee threo shrubs constitute 
cho great basia of cll tho Chinese and Japancas tex 
although tho Chinese do admix the leaves of the C
